Subject; — Liberalisation of import policy in respect of certain items — January- 

June 1954 licensing period. 

No. 47-ITC(PN)/54. — The Government of India have reviewed the import 
policy in respect of a few items and as a result of the review have decided to libe- 
ralise imports of items mentioned in the Annexure to this Public Notice. 

2. The Licensing policy for these items for the January-June, 1064 period has 
already been announced in the Red Book and licences ha'^e been or are being 
issued in accordance with the quotas prciscribed therein. It has now been decid- 
ed to grant additional licences to established importers for reasonable amounts 
in suitable cases. Established importers who have already received licences in 
accordance with the pre.scribed quotas may submit applications to the Import 
Trade Controller concerned, making a request for issue of additional licences, 
indicating in their application the value for which licences have already been 
obtained by them, and stating the rea.sons for asking for additional licences. 

3. Persons or firms who arc not established importers may also apply for 
licences for import of the.se items. The applications .should be made in the form 
prescribed for new-comers to the Import Trade Control authorities. The follow- 
ing particulars should be submitted along with their applicaaon:- — 

(a) Place of business. 

(b) Date of establishment of busines.s. 

(c) Income-tax, if any, paid during any financial year after 1st April 1950. 

(d) Capacity of the firm to do busines.s on the scale for which application 

has been made, certified b.y their bankers. 

fe) Value of . imports made of different commodities during 1952-53 or dur- 
ing 1953 as certified by a chartered accountant. 

(f) Turnover in the internal trade in the country in the particular item 
or other items during 1952-53 or 1963, as certified by their auditors. 

These applications will be considered on their merits and licences will be 
i.ssued for reasonable values. 

4. New-comers who may have received licences or who may be Issued licences 
in terms of the provisions made in the Red Book may, R’ter receipt of those 
licences, apply for additional licences, if neces.sary, furnishing along with their 
anplications information called for in paragr^^h 3 above and also giving details 
of licences already issued. These applications also will be considered oh their 
merits. 
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5. Applications should be made so as to reach the licensing authority not later 
than the 30th May, 1954 or within a fortnight of the date on which the licence 
has been issued to them as new-comers whichever is later. ■
